The 
attorney for the other prisoner was 
quick to denounce the action of the 
clergyman aa subversive of the Christ- 
ian religion, and the judge repri- 
manded him for his breach of faith and 
all the proprieties. The preacher had 
the chagrin also to hear tho jury bring 
iu a verdict of guilty as to both the 
prisoners. He had not helped the pris- 
oner whose cause he championed. The 
jury would not acquit on his testimony, 
although it appeared to be conclusive.

There were twenty-three deaths during 
the mouth. 


Oity Physician Rardeu reported the 


city in a very healthy condition. Lung 
trouble seems to be the prevailing com- 
plaint. 
Thirteen visits to the poor 


were made and eleven prescriptions 
written. 


The schedule of §100.20 was al- 


lowed. 


The committee appointed to revise 


the rules of the board, reported their 
work completed. Solicitor Woodrow 
explained the manner in which the 
rules should be acted upon. As there 
were only four members of the board 
present, it was decided to postpone 
action on the rules, and a special meet- 
ing was called to meet Tuesday even- 
ing, December 8th.

The Royal Blue Line trains on the 


B. & O. railroad between Washington 
and Philadelphia have attracted con- 
siderable attention by reason of the 
rapid time they make and the beauty 
of the equipment. No effort has been 
made to break any speed records, yet 
within the past two or three weeks 
some very creditable performances have 
been made by the new Baldwin engines, 
ten of which were recently purchased 
for service upon these trains. 


The schedule time between Washing- 


ton and Philadelphia is 53 miles per 
hour aud the maximum obtained is 75 
per hour, the latter speed being only 
maintained for short distances, and in 
most cases when engineers are attempt- 
ing to make up lost time. 


On Nov. 4th, train 510, with engine 


1,310, hauling four cars, covered 96.7 
miles in 124 minutes and made four 
stops. 
This train covered 61 miles in 


66 minutes, including five minutes 
crossing the Susquehanna river bridge. 


On Nov. 6th, train 511, with engine 


849 (which, by the way, is not one of 
the new engines), with four cars, cov- 
ered 25.0 miles from Aberdeen to Bay 
View in 24 minutes. 


On Nov. 10th, train 501, engine 


1,309, with six cars, covered 96.7 miles 
in 128 minutes, including four stops; 
26.6 miles of this distance, Aberdeen 
to Bay View, was covered in 25 min- 
utes. 


Nov. 13tb, train,50, engine 1,308, 


with sis cars, covered 96.7 miles in 121 
minutes, including one stop. 


Probably the best performance of the 


mouth was on Nov. loth. Train 507 
(the Chicago limited), with engine 
1,308, hauling eleven cars, the entire 
train, with the exception of three cars, 
beng vestibuled, left Oamden station, 
Balitmore, at 7:04 p. m., and arrived 
in Washington at 7:52 p. m., being a 
run of 40 miles in 48 minutes. This 
train covered the distance between 
Muirkirk and Alexandria Junction, on 
the Washington branch, 8.1 miles in 
seven minutes. This was an exception- 
ally good run, when it is taken into 
consideration that the speed had to be 
slow through the cities of Baltimore 
and Washington, and thero was one 
slow order on account of sewer con- 
struction.

POWER FROM MELTED SNOW. 


Bwl*« Towns Utilize the Mountain Stream* 


for Manufactories Purpose*. 


Besides a considerable 
number of 


,large water-power installations, Switz- 
erland ia full of small power plants, 
nearly every town in that iand of moun- 
tains and waterfalls being well sup- 
plied with power from the "white coal," 
us the melting scow on the mountain 
sides has well been called. When there 
are no large streams, 533-5 Cassier's 
Magazine, many small ones are 
im- 


pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any six.e which is not well light- 
ed by the power of some mountain 
stream. 


At Montreux the electric tramway 


gets its power in this way, and from 
the old Roman town of Vevey to the 
medieval castle of Chillon one may ride 
in a trolley car propelled by the power 
of an insignificant little stream which 
may or may not be noticed when climb- 
ing up the hillsides just above. 


The capabilities of this general utili- 


zation of natural power are beginning 
to be understood everywhere, and with 
Ihe appreciation of the possibilities of 
the best methods of long-distance trans- 
mission, the 
development 
of 
many 


mountain streams must surely come. 
There are innumerable streams which,' 
while very small, are yet very high, and 
these can with comparatively little dif- 
ficulty be impounded and carried down 
many hundreds of fe«t, thus making up 
for their lack of volume by the great 
pressure readily obtainable, and, either 
by the use of electricity or compressed 
air, 
the power may be transmitted to 


many points of application with but 
little loss.
